“His (Mr. Wijlkie’s) admission 
that we America ^Pirsters beat him 
in Wisconsi1TO*?rtf!ffireSfrt,’’ he add- 
ed in a brief statement. 

Mr. Smitn earlier had termed the 
Wisconsin primary, in which Mr. 
Willkie failed to obtain a single 
delegate, a triumph for the America 
First people. 

“I hope,” his previous statement 
declared, “that the other possibili- 
ties within the party have learned 
by now that the way to make votes 
is not to attack Gerald Smith and 
the America First movement.” Dur- 
ing a campaign tour in Wisconsin, 
Mr. Willkie had said any candidate ' 
who did not repudiate “America 
First and Gerald L. K. Smith can- 
not possibly be elected President.”
